In accordance with the orders of the Government of Bengal, memorandum 
No. 1042 (Marine) of the 22nd instant, we have the honour to report that the 
12th quarterly inspection of the Kidderpore Dock Works was made on the 
24th instant. 

2. The usual tabular statement and the index plan showing the work 
done during the quarter ending 31st March 1890, and the total amount executed 
from the commencement, which have been prepared by the Superintending 
Engineer of the Dock Works, are already with Government.

Wearner has been more settled during the t week than for some time past, the 
only days when rain fell, beyond very scattered showers, being the first day of the week and 
i s the end of the week in Hast and North Bengal. ‘The most noticeable feature 

of the weather has been the very low temperature which prevailed on Saturday and Sunday, 
the 26th and 27th of April, which commencing in the north-west on the 26th gradually 
—_ over the whole province. Some very low temperatures were reported from Behar on 
morning of the 27th, from almost every station on the 28th, and from Sibsagar, Silchar, | 
and Chittagong on the 29th Pressure has on an average again been below the normal, but 

not to such an extent as during the previous week. 

On Saturday the 26th the 3 ar area which had been gradually moving in an 
easterly direction was over the Sandheads, and as it had a widely extended influence on the 
wind circulation, giving westerly winds over the whole of Behar, and a cyclonic circulation 
at the head of the Bay, theabnormal temperature which was then commencing in Behar mast 
have been due to its influence. Pressure wae rising rapidly, but there was still a moderately 
large defect at the head of the Bay and at eastern stations. Temperature was falling, but 
was above the normal except in the west of Behar at some stations of which large defects had 
already appeared. ‘Soattered showers fell in all districts, and with the exception of the Maldah 
and Dinagepore districts, general rain fell in North Bengal. On Sunday the 27th pressure 

‘eontinued to rise very rapidly in Orissa and briskly to rapidly over the western half of the 
province. Pressure was lowest in Hast Bengal, bur the depression had almost disappeared ; 
westerly winds, however, were blowing over the whole of Bengal and Orissa. and showers of 
rain fell in East Bengal and the eastern districts of South-West Bengal. On Monday normal 
conditions recommenced ; pressure was falling briskly, but the distribution was very nearl 
normal. Rain practically ceased, a few scattered showers falling in South-West and N 
Bengal. Very low temperature then prevailed, but a rapid rise was ¢etting in. During the 
remainder of the weck very nearly normal conditions prevailed. Pressure oscillated about the 
normal ; temperature was generally 2° to 4° above, and the wind circulation was what usuall 
obtains at this season. The weather in East Bengal was slightly unsettled on Thursday an 
Friday, showers and a low temperature generally prevailing. 

ressure—Has been, on an average for the week, everywhere below the normal, except 

in Behar and Chutia Nagpur. The largest difference is about a twentieth of an inch at some 

- the stations in Hast aud North Bengal, but generally defect was not over two-hundredths 
au inoh. 

Temperature.—As stated above, temperature conditions were very abnormal in the 
early part of the week. On the 27th, some of the minimum temperatures registered were— 
Ohi 61°, Arrah and Hazaribagh about 66°, and Dehreo, Buxar, and B pore about 67°. 
On the 28th, Darjeeling reported 41:7°, Purneah 63°, and several other stutions under 65°, 
while over almost the whole of Bengal temperature on the night of the 27th was under 70°. 
Defect amounted to ten or fifteen degrees at some stations, but it rapidly disappeared, and 
there was generally excess after the first two days. The means for the week are very nearly 
normal, In Chutia Nagpur there was defect of 3°, in Assam and Orissa excess of 1*b° and 
> mg hes in the other districts excess did not exceed a few tenths of a degree. ; 

infull.—Frequent showers fell in the early part of the week in East and North Bengal 
and in the eastern districts of South-West Bengal. From Sunday till Thursday thore was a 
iod of dry weather, after which showers again commenced in the eastern districts. Over 
os western half of the province seattered showers fell, and many districts have been 
rainless; these are yr, B pore, Sonthal Pergunnahs, Hazaribagh, Manbhoom, 
Moorshedabad, and the greater part of Orissa. The mean falls for the subdivi- 
sions are Hast and North Bengal 0°8 inch, South-West Bengal 0:3 inch, North Behar 
0:05 inch, and the other districts one or two-hundredths of an inch. Raivfall has been 
everywhere deficient.

The results of observations at the Alipore Observatory are not rigorously comparable with 
the registore of past years (at the Park Street Observatory), The barometer is about 3 feet 
higher at Alipore, and, other things being equal, reads therefore ‘003 lower. The diurnal range of 
temperature is also greater et Alipore, aud the mean temperature apparently about 0°2° lower; and 
finaly, the thermometer which furnished the record of temperature at the Surveyor-General’s 
Office during 20 years and upwards is found to read 0°6 higher than the Kew standard thermometer, 
which is the standard of reference at the present Observatory.

Defevt had increased to nearly a quarter of an inch over 
the whole of Bast and North Bengal. The depression crossed the coast shortly afterwards, 
moving in a north-north-easterly direction, and broke up in Burmah on the following day. 
The chief influence of this storm on hap westher ix\ Binpel-WUl seats 4dthe calms meetin 
while it was forming off Diamond Island, end afterwards when it had passed inland in 
the very strong winds which blew over Kast and South-West Bengal on Friday. The rain 
which has since been falling in East Bengal may also be due to the disturbed condition.of 
the atmosphere consequent on the breaking up of the storm. During the last two days 
was steadily rising, but defect was still over two-tenths of an inch in North

_ Pressuro—As stated above, has been generally below the normal. Commencing with a 
defect of « tenth of an inch, it rose till almost normal, after which it fell very rapidly, giving 
in two or throe days a defect varying from 0'15 inch to 0°25 inch. Means are, therefore, 
yery lnsgely in defect everywhere, generally more than a tenth uf an inch, and in South- 
West, and North Bengal and Assam nearly 0°15 inch. 

Temperature—Has continued largely in excess throughout the week, and some very 
high maximum temperatures have beon registered. The following stations have all reported 
temperature over 110° some time iy; J week :—Cuttack, iitcapets Bankoora, ee. 

» Dehree, eo and Chyebassa, In Behar these highest temperatures were 
pay 6th and 7th, but elsewhere on the 9th. With the exception of the coast stations, 
temperature has at times ben everywhere over 100°. The mean excess is almost every- 
where more than 5°, and in South-West Bengal ranges from 7° to 9°.
